WATER FAMINE THROUGHOUT 


THE STATE. 


As a result of the continued dry 


weather, the country districts of the 
state are threatened with a water fam- 
ine. From all directions come reports 
of wells and springs dried up which 
have rarely, if ever, in the past failed 
to be a source of water supply. In the 
country 
around many farmers are 


obliged to drive their stock long dis- 
tances for water, and in cast's where 
they live remote from rivers or large 
streums the conditions are approaching 
a water famine. In many instances 
people aie depending upon the supply 
of rain water caught in large cisterns 
late last season, but this is being 
rapidly exhausted, and unless heavy 
rains come soon much distress must re 
suit. 


A report from the north part of the 


state is to the effect that a farmer who 
went out to visit a large herd of cattle 
iu a pasture a few days ago found the 
springs all dried up aud the cattle 
dead. 


Sportsmen report that the destruc- 


tion of trout by the drought will be 
enormous. 


Officials of tbe Boston & Maine rail- 


road say that they have been restricted 
in water supply during the whole sea- 
son, but by economical methods havo 
been enabled to get along.

byway of Van Reenan'a Pass. Gen- 
cral White, the Scotsman says. Is san- 
guine of the success of the British 
movement. 


A dispatch to the Dally Telegraph 


from its correspondent at Ladysuiitb, 
says: 


"A strong mobile column under Gen- 


eral Sir George Stewart White, ac- 
companied by General Sir. Archibald 
Hunter, proceeded toward Acton Home 
for the purpose of recounoiteriug. Gen- 
eral White's object was to observe 
what was going ou and also to test tbe 
mobility and etlicieocy of his forces. 
All the men are wel> and the weather 
is now fine." 


Wrecked an Aiqtnored Train. 


Cape Town, Oct. 15.— The Boers 


wrecked a British armored train near 
Vryburg and fifteen soldiers were kill- 
ed and many injured. 


The Boer attack was short, sharp 


and decisive and alter shelling the 
wreck until the puard was routed, the 
Boers made a rush that drove the few 
unwounded nien iuto retreat. They 
then completed the demolition of the 
locomotive and every car, dynamite be- 
ing freely used to complete the destruc- 
tion. 
I 'art of the roadlted was blown up, 


and after .their, work bad effeejjially 
blocked the road, pmventing the send- 
ing of reinforcements to Maf eking, tbe 
Boers withdrew. Tfee train was run- 
ning from Mafekiuff when it was de- 
stroyed. The Boers now control tbe 
Cape Government Hf llroad above Kim- 
berly.

Will Assist Transvaal. 


Bloemfontcin, Orange Free State, 


Oct. !•>. — A proclamation of President 
Steyn of the Orange Free State de- 
clares in favor of tli?» most cordial co- 
operation "with 0117 sister republic, 
which is about to he attacked by an 
unscrupulous enemy who has long 
looked for a pretext to annihilate the 
Afrikanders." 


The proclamation -then sketches his- 


torically the wrongs done the Trans- 
va.ll.' It says: "The original conven- 
tions have been twisted and turned by 
Great Britain into a means of exercis- 
ing tyranny again&t the Transvaal, 
which did not retuin Hie injustice done 
in the past. No giatitude has been 
shown for the indulgence granted to 
British subjects who. according to law, 
forfeited their lives r,nd property. The 
crafty plans of those whose love of 
gold is the motive are now being real- 
ized." 


President Steyn goes on to say that 


solemn obligations have not protected 
theTransvaal ngaimi the annexation 
conspiracy. "When its independence 
ceases." he s'ays, "1U- existence of the 
O ran ate Free State, as an independent 
State, will be meaningless. The ex- 
perience of the past shows that no re- 
liance can be placecj upon the solemn 
promises of Great Britain when the 
Administration now at the helm Is 
prepared to tread treaties under foot." 


The proclamation concludes as fol- 


lows: "Burghers ol the Free State: 
Stand up as one m^f against the op- 
pressor and violator of right!" 


Accuses Salisbury. 


Pretoria. Oct. 15 -State Secretary 


Reitz has issued a manifesto in which 
he accuses Prime Minister Salisbury, 
Colonel Secretary Chamberlain and Sir 
Alfred M liner, the British High Com- 
missioner, of being tbe cause of the 
war. He finds fault with Her Majesty 
for condoning "Chnis.berlain's criminal 
policy." He says Grv-at Britain offered 
two alternatives— th« live years fran- 
chise or war.

GEN. MERRITT CRITICISES THE 


COAST ARTILLERY. 


ENORMOUS 
EXPORTS. 


Those of the Present Year the Great- 


est Ever Known. 


Washington, Oct. 15.—Present indica- 


tions warrant the belief that the ex- 
ports of the calendar jear IS'.)!) will be 
the largest in our hiMory. The total 
for the eight mouths ending with 
August showed an exce,«* of .S12,<><M>.- 
000 over the corresponding mouths of 
18JJS, which was the lar^e^t calendar 
year in our exporting history, and the 
September statement of brendstulfs, 
provisions, cotton* and mineral oils 
just issued by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics shows for those four clashes 
alone an excess of .$12.000,000 over 
September of last year. When to this 
is added the fact that the exports of 
manufactures are now much larger 
than at this time last year, and that 
even in the re-exportation of foreign 
t£oods the figures ol this jear exceed 
those of last, it seems probable that 
the calendar year ISM!) will show a 
larger total of expoits than that of any 
preceding year. 


The increase in exportalions shown 


by the figures of the eight completed 
months is chiefly In manufactures. 
Willie the exportation of agricultural 
products is heavy, it is naturally and 
almost necessarily below tUat of the 
corresponding months of 
1S!KS. when 


the shortage in crops abroad gave un- 
usually high prices as well as an un- 
usual demand. The average price of 
wheat exported in the eiirht months 
ending with August, ISO'.), has been 75 
cents per bushel against nu average of 
over one dollar per bushel in the cor- 
responding months of IS.'K In the 
eight months ending with August. IS'.IS. 
the exports of wheat amounted to S1.- 
?,7:W2:i bushels, with a \aluation of 
is81.5:>7,8;U. while in the eight months 
ending with August, 18!)!), the- exporta- 
ttous of wheat were 71,510,8-13. valued 
at $5.'i,S52,S22; and in corn there has 
been a slight reduction in quantity ex- 
ported, though no material change in 
price, while in cotton the average price 
has been slightly in excess of that of 
last year. 


THE 
RECKLESS 
INMATES. 


Later Particulars of the House of 


Refuge Trouble. 


Hudson, N. Y.. Oct. ].">.—There has 


been another outbreak among the ic- 
bellious inmates of the House of Kef- 
uge for Women, and the window .glass 
that wns newly put in was smashed 
into fragments and in sonic- instances 
whole sashes were knocked out. The 
unearthly screams of the women could 
be heard on the south side of the city, 
and they kept up the din until they 
were hoarse from shouting. 


All the time the smashing of win- 


dows and breaking of articles of furni- 
ture in the cottages wns going on the 
vilest epithets were hurled at the 
guards, who ineffectually tried to sup- 
press the riotous demonstration. 


Soraf of the most violent inmates 


were chained to the floors of the cot- 
tages and others were put in the prison. 
They defied the guards and fought like 
maniacs when approached, and to sub- 
due them it was necessary to handle 
a number of them in a rough manner. 
All through the evening a series of 
"catcalls" was kept up, and in cottages 
where quiet has prevailed there were 
signs of great uneasiness manifested. 


More trouble is looked for at any 


time. The only safeguard ngainst a 
violent and dangerous outbreak is the 
presence of the Sheriff's deputies, who 
aro on guard constantly and ready for 
any emergency. Many of the matrons 
are ready to resign, and will do so as 
soon as it is possible to obtain sub- 
stitutes, which, it Is feared, will prove 
a difficult task, as several narrow es- 
capes from deat* already have been 
recorded ainoiwr the keepers. 


No Specific Recommendations Made 


Concerning Any Particular Place. 
Some of tbe Inefficiencies Can Only 
Be Remedied Through an Act of 
Congress. 
Washington, Oct. 1,".—The annual re- 


port of Major-General Wesley Merritt 
commanding the Department of the 
Kast, wns made public by the Secre- 
tary of War. Gen. Merritt calls at- 
tention to the inefficiency of the coast 
artillery and criticises the work of t he- 
supply departments upon which the 
artillery Is dependent, and refeis to the 
severe'criticism of the Quartermaster 
and Ordnance Departments. Of the re- 
port of Major Story, which lie trans- 
mits, he says: "I have no specific n.c- 
onimendatlous to make regarding any 
one place. 1 know the officers to be 
intelligent, industrious and zealous in 
their efforts to improve the efficiency 
of their commands. That the coast 
artillery is not to-day in an efficient 
condition is due to causes over which 
artillery officers have no control, nor 
can these impediments be reached by 
the department commander. Some re- 
quire action of the Secretary of War 
and others can be remedied only by 
Co'igrc«s. 


"The needs of the artillery are most 


ablj presented in the report of the de- 
i:irt tin-lit artillery iu September. I 
.lon't feel myself culled upon to recom- 
mend the specific remedies which he 
iiroposes, but 1 certainly coincide with 
Hie opinion he expresses that the artil- 
lery is in need of remedial legislaticn. 
I deem it my duty to call attention to 
the defects a'nd then leave the question 
of how they shall be removed to the 
law-making authorities and their ad- 
visers. 


•Our cavalry and infantry to-day are 


organized on a modern basis, are splen- 
didly officered and equipped and. with 
regular supplies of food, clothing and 
ammunition, contain within themselves 
the elements of complete efficiency. 
This is not true of the artillery: the, 
officers nre well educated and xealou«. 
but tlu'ir efforts are cramped by an 
imperfect organization and responsibil- 
ity for the efficiency or inefficiency of 
their arm rests not, as it should, with 
themselves but very largely in other 
quarters. Whether through defects of 
law or their own inefficiency, the sup- 
ply departments upon the artillery is 
wholly 
dependent, 
have 
frequently 


failed to loyally and energetically serve 
its interests. The fact that the engin- 
eer department working under the 
same laws, lias, under its present chief, 
given the artillery no cause for com- 
plaint, would seem to indicate that 
something is wrong beside the law. 


"This condition gives rise to the of- 


ten expressed desire of the artillery tor 
a chief of that arm who would see that 
it is supplied with what it needs to be 
effective, but 1 personally have \ciy 
grave doubts as to this being the most 
suitable remedy, as it may result only 
In adding another bureau to the War 
Department, which it may be as dif- 
ficult to make efficient as some of those 
already in existence. 


"Major Story, the Artillery Inspect- 


or the Department of the East quotes 
from the report of Capt. Cimier ou his 
inspection of the fortifications of the 
Atlantic Coast as follows: 


•' 'It cannot be said that the artillery 


defence is, or has been, recently, in any 
but an inefficient state.' " 


He then remarks upon the almost ut- 


ter absence of inspection of the coast 
fortifications and recommends that the 
artillery inspections be conducted by 
attillery officers. Referring to the ques- 
tion of range and po«ition-lindei s about 
wl.ich Col. Frank made complaint, Ma- 
jor Story says: 


"It may be said that not one of the 


12-Inch jaortar batteries is properly 
equipped with position-finders for war 
service. Some mortar batteries even 
have no equipment for position-finding, 
yet 12-inch mortars form one-half of 
our armament of guns of heavv cali- 
bre." 


He calls attention to au order of the 


Secretary of War dividing the responsi- 
bility for the installation of the range 
and position finders between War De- 
partment bureaus. Three bureaus are 
to fura'sh certain materials. He says: 
"The 
correspondence in this 
office 


shows that the chief of engineers has 
not only been willing to do all that 
devolves upon him in this connection, 
but time and again has made sugges- 
tions nnd recommenflations to expedite 
the work. The chief Signal officer and 
the Chief of Ordnance always express 
a willingness to do all that is required, 
yet the work lags, and uigs 10 such 
an extent that not a single artillery 
fire command in the United States is 
properly equipped. The lack of suffi- 
cient force, properly tiained. to rare 
for the modern armament and to man 
our new forts, is a serious menance to 
artillery efficiency." 


MAKE TROUBLE. 


Scnintlon Over the Murder of «n 


KnzlUlmian at Dieppe. 


Paris, Oct. 15.— A great sensation has 


been caused herv by the murder of HB 
Englishman named Derrick by French 
detectives at Dieppe. Derrick was no 
shockingly injured that an unusual sur- 
gical operation had to be performed 
upon him. with the result thut gan- 
grene intervened and he died. 


Derrick wa« set upon at the same 


time as his master, a wealthy English- 
man named Capt. O'Neill Murphy, who 
Is a brother-in-law pf Sir Charles W. 
Wolseley anil a cousin by marriage of 
Lord Wolseley. tin* British Commander 
In Chief. Capt. Murphy had incurred 
the wrath of the Dieppe Casino officials 
because lie had caused a Director of 
the Petits Chevanx at Calais to be 
condemned for swindling. The Calais 
and Dieppe Ca«inos are under the man- 
agement of the .same man. an adven- 
turer and ex- jail bird named Bloch. 


P.loch. with the assistance of the 


local Procnreur of the Republic, other- 
wise the Public Prosecutor, au official 
whom he had under his protection, 
caused Capt. Murphy's footsteps to be 
dogged and finally a night assault to 
be made upon him. as a result of which 
Derrick lost his life. 


Capt. Murphy is one of the most re- 


spected lOiiglisli residents of Paris; he 
is a brother! of p. F. Murphy of San 
Fr-mcispo. In spite of his passport and 
credentials he was huulcd off to jail, 
stripped and measured, and finally sen- 
tenced to eight days' imprisonment for 
protecting ills own house against arm- 
ed thieves who had attacked it in the 
name of the law. 


The Hritish Consul is attempting to 


bring the murderers of Derrick to jus- 
tice. Knglish feeling is intensely ex- 
cited about the incident, \\hich is likely 
to have 
1 important international con- 
sequences.

Strange AVhim of the 1'tirisluiis. 
The House of Death. 
1'nris has the strangest of whims and 


I v.iiiort. Not the leu,.-1 striking of them 
is its affectations of morbidity within 
Irs t.'ncniK. Nothing is so dull and so 
stupid and so sad as Monuuartre, with 
Us Macabre taverns. 
There, in place 


of the men ymaking one would expect 
from the repute of the gay capital, one 
r.nds h>lighter banished and is com- 
pelled to sit with false students and 
false artists before a bock ot bad beer 
while litti-ning to strolling pla\eis with 
ragged clothes and more ragged \oiecs 
singing upon an improvised stage the 
songs that are in fashion. 
These at 


least lire dolelul, and w lien rendered 
by such voices are the most sorrowful 
and saddening. 


There is no more sti iking tavern in 


Monlmartre than the Cabaret 1'Enfor. 
It stands on the boulevard near the 
Place Khinche, with its hideous mouth 
gaping wide and unfailingly, suggest- 
ing the propriety of its title—Hell's 
Tavern. Painted to represent the inter- 
nal flames, with its doorway icpre-eut- 
ing a fantastic devil's mouth, it is. in- 
deed, striking. The teeth of the mon- 
ster affords steps up which to enter, 
while two glaring led lanterns 7-epre- 
sent its hideous eyes at night 
A more 


horrid 
and 
uninviting 
picture can 


scarcely be imagined. 


In true Parisian love of contrast, lie- 


side it on the boulevard is the Cabaret 
due del. 
It Js painted in n true celes- 


tial blue, on which white angels fly, 
placing harps that sound sweet music 
in the ears, lint inviting a1- n js from 
the outride, suggestive of the hea\enlvj 
place, as its na me denotes, it is anj thing 
but interesting wifiiin, where the in- 
variably moi bidity reigns as usual. 


Another tavern that is quite sugges- 


tive :is either of the two mentioned i-f 
Le Neant, which is nearly opposite. It 
is seemingly a mere shop vi'Mvfroni the' 
front, painted and hung with preen 
lanterns. Rut enter it, and you are in 
the strangest of them all. 
You find 


coilius and ghostly figures everywhere. 
The waiters are dressed in a sepul- 
chral white, and give an unearthly air 
to the place when one sits down beside 
a cotlin to :-a1isfy his thirst. How ho 
can be expected 1'» derive good cheer 
from his entertainment is more than 
any foreigner can divine. 


"Welcome to the house of death! 


Take a seat either on the right or the 
loft!" 
Such is the strange greeting 


thai falls upon his ears. Barely have 
youjjcen seated than you arc startled 


pem, ttt llpasftro fading away. On 
Uie forclimd uud clicukx hideous livid 
patchv* »t«rt Into prominence. 
Now 


the place where eyes and uose were a 
few seconds ago have become black, 
gaping holes, little by little the wind- 
ing sheet has been ,giowing transpar- 
ent nud underneath at first the outline 
then the details of the tleshless skele- 
ton are seen. In the cotlin there is now 
apparently all the remains of a human 
foelug before the last drama crumbling 
into dust, is effected. 


There is a hush in the room. 
The 


strains of the organ are again audible, 
the skeleton is covered by a semi-trans- 
parent cloud, which gradually takes 
the opaqueness of the winding sheet 
you have seen before. 
The face, too, 


is undergoing a tiansformation. a sem- 
blance of the nose and eyes 1me taken 
the places of the dark, empty sockets. 
The horrible violet and giecn tints 
again make their appearance, slowly 
giving place to a cadaverous pallor. 
That in turn changes to the lo-eate hue 
of life and the inmate of the cotlin 
steps out of it as he entered, once more 
a living, human being. 


Though you arc perfectly aware it 


has been nothing but a trick very clev- 
erly performed, it is impossible to pre- 
vent a sjjjh of relief as >ou see the man 
once airain restored to life, and when 
in filing out of the room you drop a 
coin into an iron alms box hold by the 
monk at the door, you are still uneer- 
ccrtain whether you are leaving a real 
mortuary vault or the back pallor of 
a Paris cafe. 


To satisfy one's curiosity and love of 


no\elty. these cafes are well enough, 
but as a steady diet, deliver the aver- 
age American from them.

At length the visitors are invited to; 


enter the vaults. 
At one end of thd 


chamber the continuity of the walls iss 
broken by an oblong opening brilliant" 
ly illuminated. At the farther end oC 
this recess there stands on end an em- 
pty, lidless coffin. 


One of the mourners accepts an in- 


vitation to enter it. The acolyte ad- 
justs a white winding sheet so as to| 
cover the occupant of the coffin from' 
head to foot, the face alone being ex- 
posed to view. 


On the face tlicw is a sickly smile, 


as If it were wanting to pratcst that It 
found nothing unusual in its present 
position. Now the slow strain of a dead 
•march, played on an organ, begins to 
pervade the chamber. The fixed smiio 
of the face in the coffin has a ghastly 
look oC constraint as If the lips had los'l 
the power of closing over 'the shining 
teeth. Is it fnncy or is tho color of tho 
face really changing? A, few more sec- 
onds and there cAn no longer be any 
doubt left. The complexion of the man 
iu the coffin has become an Ashen gray, 
the orbits of the *»y«j start into prom

3 years old, was just outside the door 
playing with her brother Henry, a few 
years older, who was in the 
house.

branches, bur they have also a harsh 
chack, (hack, which they use Ireely 
when vexed: and they are very easily 
ve\ed or frightened, in spite of their 
brave show and their joyous song-;. 


Catbirds have two not is of warning: 


the first is a lather low cluck! cluck! as 
if in a whisper; the second, in more 
imminent danger, is loud and shrill and 
nasal. The cuckoos also cluck-cluck, 
and in addition has a rattling call, tut- 
iut-tut, or link-link, and cow-cow, not 
the distinct cuckoo call that the Euro- 
pean cuckoo gives, but one slightly re- 
sembling it. 


The wood thrush also has various 


calls. 
Sittinir one sunset hour at the 


edge of a wood I saw and heard a 
wood thrush in turn curgle. buzz, make 
a metallic, brassy note, a quick, clip- 
pinu call, a chatter, the usual pit. pit, 
and interspersed all these with its de- 
licious and liquid n-o-li, or come to me, 
which is its characteristic song. I have 
bean! these sounds before, but could 
not believe that they came from tin 
thrush's golden throat until I caught 
him in the act. 


Place has its influence over song. Tin 


melody of the Western meadowhirk is 
far sweeter and more subtle in sugges- 
tion than that of the Eiistein, and there 
is a difference between the notes of the 
Northern and the Carolina chickadee. 


There are a a rest many individual 


variations, and these are likely to oc- 
cur in certain kinds of birds. 
The 


moadowlarks may have a nasal call, a 
rolling twitter, or a whistle, clear as a 
pipe, sweet as a flute, and subject to 
any change that the caprice of the 


c-sts.

She was found 
dead about 1 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and the bird that had brought its mis- 
tress to an untimely cud lay half suffo- 
cated at the foot of the door, instinc- 
tively seeking the fresh air that reach- 
ed the death-laden room through that 
aperture only.

The tiny, yel- 
low-throated vireo has more than once 
leceived me into expecting the flashing 
orange and black of the Baltimore ori- 
ole. The hermit thrush and the whip- 
poorwill. so unlike otherwise, have 
each a habit of softly chuckling to 
themselves in the dusk. See your sing- 
ers, is a counsel not to be neglected by 
even an experienced ornithologist. 


Then, every human listener inter- 


prets according to his own mood and 
after his own fashion. 
A friend of 


mine insists that she has heard a ball 
call "Oocie here right quick." with a 
ringing emphasis on the last syllable. 
The g!rat crested 
flycatcher 
says 


"What'.'" the red-eyed vireo. "Do you 
hear it? I>o you believe it?" the white- 
eyed, ' 'Who are you.eh?" the yellow- 
throntcd. "I'm here: where are you?'' 
the cardinal calls '-Quick, quick, hur- 
ry!" the tanager. "Up, up. in the tree 
lop."

st* notion of stone barrack* at navy 
yards to take the place of the receiving 
ships, in which bluejackets on wait- 
ing 
orders 
are 
now 
quartered. 


For

construction of barracks 


at 
the New York navy 
yard Ad- 


miral 
Crowmshield 
estimates 
that 


$800,000 is aecetsary; at the Boston 
navy yard, $-400,000; at the League Is- 
land uavy yard, $400, JOO; at the Nor- 
folk navy yard, $400,000, and at tbe 
Mare Island navy yard, $400,000. 


The amounts included in the estimates 


are to cover the cost of barracks suffici 
ent to accommodate 1,000 men at New 
York and 500 men at each of the other 
yards. Admiral Crowinshield will urge 
in his annual repoit the abolishment of 
the present receiving ship system on 
the ground that it is needlessly expen- 
sive, is obsolete and does not provide 
the comforts which the men will secure 
in barracks. 


It will be remarked that Admiral 


Crowinshield does not include 
the 


Portsmouth yard in the above list. Thus 
does he indicate anew the good feeling 
he has toward this station.

Marine railways aro al- 
so said to be necessary for the economi 
cal handling of torpedo boats, and two 
such are recommended at New York, 
and one each at Portsmouth, League 
Island, Norfolk.

Special stress is laid upon the impor- 


;ance of continuing the work of im- 
proving the plants at the various navy 
yards, inviting particular attention to 
those at Charleatown and League Is- 
land. A plant is also recommended at 
Algiers, La , as without it the new dock 
will be worthless when completed.
